But 
the objector on the score of ago is met 
with the remark that the Pacitic had 
been rebuilt twice from the water's 
edge, and was as good as a new ship. 
In our Ignorance of marine architecture 
we have always lookcid with suspicion 
upon old ships that come from the 
builder's hands "as good as new." If 
the renewal process be a radical one — 
if every timber, plank and kueo ore re- 
moved; all old bolts drawn and new 
ones driven, then a ship is new in eve- 
ry thing save her name. But to claim 
that a ship has boon rebuilt when de- 
cayed timbers only are removed, old 
bolts driven a liitlo closer to buid tho 
old jjlanks, and a new coat of paint 
donned is simply to attempt a fraud 
on the travelling public. S lewed in 
her best light the Fucilio was a very 
oKl ship; as safe, no duubt, as any 
vessel of her ago and class could pos- 
sibly be; luit not, strictly speaking, a 
vessel to bo trusted in a gale of wind. 
Tlio only known survivor of the wreck 
was told when bo first camo on deck 
that there had been a collision with 
another vessel. His attention was di- 
rected to the starboard side where ho 
saw "three lights as from a ship." He 
heard "no hail, and the weather was 
not thick." Moreover, while lying in 
his berth he was awakened by a crash 
— not a load one; but still sufficient to 
induce him to go on deck. In the ab- 
sence of any other test-mony the world 
is bound to accept the survivor's state- 
ment as to the disaster having been 
caused by a collision with another 
ship. A theory has been advanced 
that the steamer struck on -Duutze 
Bock, not very far from Ciipe Flattery ; 
but this theory is opposed and explod- 
ed by the rescued man's statement that 
an hour before the lirst alarm he saw 
Capo Flattery light at least IS miles 
astern. This would bring tbo ship '2Ct 
miles south of Duntze Rocks when the 
cttastropbe occuned. The only facts 
that incline people to tbo opinion that 
the terrible tlisaster may have re.iiilted 
from another cause than collision is 
the extreme age of the lost ship and 
the suspicious "list" that Mr. Jelly 
describes as existing at the dock and 
continuing do\vn to tiie moment when 
tho vessel sank. The "list," however, 
may have l)een caused by bud stowage 
of cargo; and tho wind and sea being 
very light at the time, there is no 
reason to suppose that the steamer crum- 
bled to pieces from sneer rottonnesH. 
Tiiitt tho btontest ships will reel and sink 
bui'ijro a collision with another vessel of 
ovmi li;,'hter ciiHbro is well (>stal)lislieil.
